The com­ 
plement of the battleships is from 
9 6 2 to 9 8 8 . 
All were heav ily ar­ 
mored and were in the dreadnought 
class.

Since 
the 
early days of the w*ar women of 
the 
allied countries 
hav<* distinguished 
themselves in various lines of 
war 
work. Whether fighting shoulder to 
shoulder with men 
in the Russian 
Battalion of Death, 
driving ambu­ 
lances over shell-torn roads, nursing 
in military hospitals or performing a 
thousand and one duties at home, the 
women have taken a most important 
part. 
However, there has been 
thrown 
open a new field in w ho h the Amer­ 
ican woman 
already 
demonstrated 
her infinite resourcefulness, 
innate 
versatility and racial capacity for .ac­ 
curate, speedy work. The new task is 
that of operating the American tele­ 
phone ex change, often a short 
dis­ 
tance behind the trenches in France. 
In modern warfare the telephone 
has assumed such 
importance that 
frequently it is referred to as nerves 
of the army. It was not to be ex pected 
that General Pershing’s 
ex pedition­ 
ary forces were to rely op, foreign sys 
tem of telephone communication and 
abandon the more ex pedite 
service 
which this nation, as a pioneer 
in 
the field, had developed. Accordingly 
vast quantities of telephone material 
were taken overseas and installed by 
the |r m y Signal Corps. During 1917 
men operators and 
French women 
were used for the work but neither 
group was satisfactory. 
The great difficulty was in procur­ 
ing operators, capable 
of speaking 
both FTench and English, who were 
necessary in order to maintain accu­ 
rate communication between French 
and American armies. In November, 
last year, General Pershing 
called 
upon headquarters of 
Signal Corps 
to forward overseas as soon as pos­ 
sible a force of 100 trained operators 
who were able to speak intelligently 
in both tongues. 
Believing it possible to obtain oper 
tors with a command 
of both lan­ 
guages in parts 
of 
the 
continent 
where there were large French pop­ 
ulations, an effort was first made to 
(ill the quota from the French 
pi 
oneers of Canada and Louisiana and 
Want Ads were placed in the Frerich- 
Canadian papers, but 
from 
more 
than 300 applicants only six could be 
considered. Then the announcement 
was published in newspapers in this 
country, and from 2400 
applicants, 
there were pfbeured 2 5 ex perienced 
operators and 25 possible 
eligibles. 
At the present time 7600 application* 
had been received, and from that list 
the first group of 100 was 
selected 
and sent across, 150 more are now* in 
training schools and a reserve force 
of 400 more is on file. 
Under ex isting regulations, wives 
of army officers and enlisted men are 
not eligible to these units. Unauth­ 
orized stores to the effect that wives 
of army officers had found it possible 
to join their husbands by enlisting in 
the ’phone units caused the officers 
of the Signal Corps to he flooded with 
applications which 
necessarily had- 
to be rejected.

A psychologist gave tests to the pros 
pective operator, using methods etn 
ployed by the array in judging quali 
flcations of officers.

each candidate’s loyalty qnd 
niotiv 
for applying for service wrre invest! 
gated most thoroughly bv secret ser 
vice agents. 
On J anuary 12 the first group en 
( red the trainin schools for instruc 
tions in advanced telephony. Practice 
was given in the largest New York 
ex changes, and was followed, 
by- 
short term at military cantonments 
so that the young women might 
ac 
quire some familiarity with military 
terms. Lectures were delivered to the 
recruits by officers 
of the 
Signal 
Oorps. specia lemphasis being given 
to the importance 
of lines of com 
munication in modern warfare. Talks 
upon personal hygiene were given bv 
women surgeons. 
On March 2nd the first contingent 
sailed, and a few weeks later officers 
ill France were agreeably 
surprised 
by 
hearing 
over the military tele 
phones who used 
American terms, 
gave splendid service, and who could 
translate the message 
of a French 
officer to an American, Other groups 
sailed during March and April 
and 
were stationed in groups of ten 
at 
supply depots or debarkation bases. 


The uniforms worn by the woman 
operators was designed and prescrib­ 
ed by the Army War College. It con 
sists of a coat and skirt of navy blue 
serge, tailored 
shirtwaist of 
navy 
blue palm beach cloth of similar ma­ 
terial, and the straight brimmed hat 
of blue felt with the official orange 
and white cord of the Signal Corps 
On the left sleeve of the coat is 
the 
brassard of white whipcord or 
doe 
skin, bearing small devices indicat­ 
ing the rank 
of the wearer— chief 
operator, supervisor or operator. 
“ It would be impossible to brigade 
the American troops 
without these 
girls.” declared Captain E. J. Wesson 
who recruited the unit, “ They are go­ 
ing to astound the people over there 
by the efficiency of their work. 
In 
Paris ft takes from 4 0 to 60 seconds 
to complete one call. Our girls 
are 
equipped to handle 300 
calls 
per 
hour. 
“ As they assist in giving the com­ 
mands concerning artillery direction 
and calling up of reserves, they have 
a tremendously responsible position. 
The morale of the unit is of the finest 
and they did not come into it without 
facing the possibility of danger.” 
And. from day to day, there 
are 
reaching the War Department 
other 
reports that show- that 
America's 
“ hello” girls are making good in 
a 
strange land and 
under the 
most 
difficult and perhaps hazardous con­ 
ditions.

<« £ AMOUFLAGE” Is coming to be an overwork ed word, but it appears to 
, he about the only one that properly ex presses the truth about German 
repo rts of U-boat sink ings in the lasj; five or six months. 
These reports 
hav e been just camouflage to deceive the German people. 
As the sink ings 
hav e gro wn fewer and fewer, the Berlin reports of thin have grown from 
mo nth to month until actual sink ings hav been more than doubled. 
Ev ery thing possible is being done by the k aiser to k eep up German 
spdrit and German hope under adverse circumstances. 
There is not the 
least do ubt that the k aiser has come to size up American participation in 
the war in Its true light. 
He has caught the truth and the meaning of 
American determination. 
No doubt he has understood It and appreciated 
jt’all alo ng since the 6th of April last year, hut he k ept belittling it In the 
ey es o f his o wn army and his own people, hoping and striving all the while 
to get to Paris before any sizable American army could be landed in France. 
He sp fully realizes the danger from the allied armies reinforced by Ameri­ 
cans that he is holding off the promised new drive until he can bring up 
additio nal armies of reinforcement from the Russian front, from the Ital- 
m 
Ian front, o r fro m wherever they can be at all spared. 
Ev ery day he holds of T is a valuable day for the allies. 
Every bat­ 


talio n that he brings from the Russian front increases his danger in Russia 
and in the Ukraine. 
And he is having great difficulty in getting any soldiers 
fro m the Italian front or from Austria, because Austria is objecting. The 
¡Austrian» , faring badly as to food already, want force on the spht in order 
that they may share fairly in the grain that is coming in from the Uk raine, 
Jhstead o f letting all of it or the bulk of it go to Germany. 
But the k aiser will force Austria into releasing a large number of men 
for the western front— he is believed to he doing it now; he will tak e men 
tm m the Russian front even though it is done by stealth and without the 
flmowledge of the Russians. 
His new drive on the west is only postponed.

When It is launched, if it mak es any headway at all, then he will he 
iready to mak e a new peace proposal. 
There Is no doubt that he will be 
ix eady to mak e a number of concessions not heretofore even hinted at. 
He 
will announce readiness to mak e terms that will look good to a percentage 
o f the people in the allied countries. 
But whatever he is ready to give up 
o f o ccupied territory, whatever he may be able to do toward reparation, any 
p4 ace made with him no w can .ha.tmly a German peace, a peace meaning 
co ntinuance of his autocracy, and meaning also the giving of him a breath­ 
ing spell during which he can recuperate his armies, raise new crops, feed 
bis starv ing people; build up a new war r*:achine, and then be ready to mak e 
war anew on democracy all over the world, with the same old end in view— 


German dominion over all the world. 
It is too late to talk or think any peace now ex cept a peace that will 
mean the end of k aiserism and autocracy. 
Let us be ready for the new 
peace drive when it comes. Let us understand it. 
Let us spurn it. 
Already 
the allies have squandered too much of blood and treasure to allow' it to 


be in v ain.

American Bess Carpenter Putting 
French Villages Back on 
the Map. 


It was a mo no to no us 
stretch o f ugly 
trench, wire entanglements, 
gaping 
shell ho les, accented by the blackened 
skeleto n o f shell killed forests silho uet­ 
ted against a dull, hopeless sk y. 
This had o nce been beautiful ro lling 
land like o ur o wn Ohio and Indiana- 
rich In grain fields, orchards and gar­ 
dens. No w It was desolation—no thing 
co uld liv e there—eeeming'y 
no thing 
did. 
We had co me o n some rising gro und, 
and as we climbed we reached the 
bro w o f the slo pe, and of a sudden It 
seemed that so me giant had suddenly 
twisted the o ld wo rld under o ur feet 
and we were back home, for o f a sud­ 
den the so unds o f life came up to us 
o ut o f a bustling center o f Industry , 
That satisfy ing chug of an ho nest ham­ 
mer head sinking willing 
nail Into 
so und wo o d, and befo re us was a pan­ 
o rama o f new building, with piles o f 
clean lumber stacked here and there, 
and the framing o f many new build­ 
ings to ld where the wood was going. 
Then we heard the voice o f a man 
who talked real “United States”—tell­ 
ing 2 7 o ther carpenters what to d o - 
o ut In this fo reign land tho usands o f 
miles fro m ho me. 
We inquired o f the boss as to who 
he was, and with true sense of hu­ 
mor he said: “ I am a Red Cross nurse. 
My Job is bo o daglng wounded houses." 


Putting Villages Back on Map. 
“This was o nce a French village.” he 
went o n to say , “ In the center of fine 
sugar beet country. 
We are living 
uow on the site of the sugar mill," he 
said, pointing to a long, low barrack s, 
which plainly had been "recently built. 
“ We ore work ing for the American 
Red Cross—putting villages back on the 
map. In four more ueek s we’ll be out 
of here and on 
o ar way to the nex t 
ruin, for there are many villages that 
need us. 
We go from place to place, 
always finding that our lumber has 
reached there first, so we can get right 
to work , clean up and move on again 
It Is Just lik e pioneering, this re­ 
building work of our Red Cross—only 
more Important—tyore important be­ 
cause It Is vital u the winning of the 
war that these people come back to 
their so il and plant new crops—for fu 
ture years of war or peace. 
And so the tide of war sw eeps hack 
from whence it came, t> Red Cross 
army follows close behind in uniforms 
of overalls, armed with Yank ee ham- 
mers and nails to coax hack the found 
lings that have been 
brushed into 
squalid helplessness 
in the south 
and 
east 
They are coming back home now, 
Just a few days behind these carpen 
ters—back to the beet fields, the gar 
dens and the farms. Soon they will he 
feeding themselves and thousands 
o f 
others. 


WHITE PLAGUE KILLS 
MORE MEN THAN BULLETS 


It seems longer, but It was less thnn 
four years ago that the nations had 
not yet started in to wipe each other 
off the map and that the only times 
when one heard of the Red Cross were 
times of flood or disaster and at 
Christmas time, when the peaceful Ut 
tie Red Cross tuberculosis seals made 
their annual appearance.

ClusJvely to this fight, do ing o v er there 
ex actly the same kind o f work which 
Is financed tn America by the little 
Christmas seals. It Is o ne of the ways 
In which by 
our contributions to the 
Red Cro ss America can repay her debt 
to Franca.

prepa ring for a ction. 
I wa s ma de gun ca pta in a nd given 
cha rge of the sta rboa rd bow turret, 
mounting two 14-incb guns. 
I ha d 
my men a t gun pra ctice da ily, a nd 
by the time we nea red the Da rda ­ 
nelles, a fter five da ys, they were in 
pretty fa ir sha pe. 
It wa s a bout five a . m. when we 
drew' nea r Ca pe Helles a nd took sta ­ 
tions for a ction. 
The Dupleix wa s 
in front of us. The ba tteries on the 
Ca pe opened up on us, a nd a few 
minutes la ter, those a t Kum Ka leh 
joined in. 
As the Dupleix ma de for “ VV” 
Bea ch a nd prepa red to la nd 
her 
troops, we swung broa dside on, ra k­ 
ing their ba tteries a s we did so, a nd 
received a shell, 
which 
entered 
through a gun port in the a fter tur­ 
ret a nd exploded. Some ba gs of pow­ 
der stored there (where they should 
never ha ve been) were fired, a nd the 
roof of the turret w'a s just lifted off. 
It la nded on dock, tilted up a ga inst 
the side of the turret. 
On deck, the ra in of fire wa s sim- 
plyterrific. 
Steel flew in a ll direc­ 
tions. 
It wa s sma sh, cra sh, sla m- 
ba ng a ll the time, a nd 1 do not mind 
sa ying I never thought we would 
come out of it. 


Ya rmouth tra wlers to go in 
a nd 
sweep up. They ha d to go up unpro­ 
tected, of course, a nd they sta rted 
off one night a ll serene.

I told him the country wa s 
full of good gunners, a nd he wa nted 
me to write to a ll I knew a nd get 
them to come over. He did not mea n 
by this, a nd neither do I, tha t there

But you ca n never ha ve too 
ma ny ha ndy boys with the guns, a nd 
he wa s very a nxious for me to get 
a ll I could.

Plants and Insects. 
Some plants are very accommodat­ 
ing to the Insects, but not voluntarily. 
For Instance, the oak and the willow, 
and other variety of trees, grow galls 
that furnish homes for the young of 
tin» insects and store up a supply of 
food that lasts until maturity.

ber of hymenopterous insects, or crea­ 
tures with membraneous wings, lay 
their eggs in the bark of trees. 
While 
depositing the eggs they secret a tiny 
drop of poison with the ova. 
This liq­ 
uid Is the signal to the tree to hurry 
up and construct a gall. 
Several ¡av­ 
ers of cells swell out of the tree, mak­ 
ing a comfortable cabin for the larvae 
that will soon be hatched. 
But the 
tree does more than this. 
It stores up 
In the inside of the gall a quantity of 
starch, and the larvae now have ample 
food until the day arrives when they 
will wing their way into the world.

The dome of St. Isaac’s cathedral

Petrogrnd

object In the capital.

melted down for the purpose. 
En­ 
tering the cathedral by the magnifi­ 
cent bronze doors, 4 feet wide and 
30 feet high, said to be the largest in 
the world, the v isitor is ov erwhelmed 
by its richness and massiv e splendor. 
T he dome of the shrine Is supported 
by eight Corinthian pillars of mal­ 
achite. giv en by Prince Demidoff, and

The Fo rest* o f Po rto Rico . 
According to a publication of the 
United States forest serv ice the once 
Immense v irgin forests of Porto Rico 
hav e been laid wmste to a deplorable 
ex tent, says the Scientific American. 
T he total wooded area now amounts 
to about 20 p er cent of the area of 
the island, but not more than two-fifths 
of this Is now under forest capable of 
yielding a wood product other than 
charcoal and fuel wood.
